We to trouble the Reader with the 
Particulars. of our Adventures in thoſe 
Seas: Let it ſuffice to inform him; that 
in our Paſſage from thence to the Eaſi- 
Tudies, we were driven by à violent 
Storm to the Northweſt, of Van Diemen's 
Land. By an Obſervation, we found our- 
ſelyes in the Latitude of 30 Degrees 2 Mi- 
nutes South. Twelve of our Crew were 
dead by immoderate Labour, and ill Food, | 
the reſt were in a very weak Condition. 
On the fifth of November, which was 
the Beginning of Summer in thoſe Parts, 
the Weather being very hazy, the Sea- 
men ſpied a Rock, within half a Cables 
Length of the Ship; but the Wind was 
ſo ſtrong, that we were driven directly 
upon it, and immediately ſplit. Six of the 
Crew, of whom I was one, having let down 
the Boat into the Sea, made a ſhift to 
get clear of the Ship, and the Rock. We 
rowed by my Computation about three 
Leagues, till we were able to work no 
PA kT I. # longer 


iA Var ks: 
| longer, being already ſpent with Labour 
while we were in the Ship. We there- 
fore truſted ourſelves to the Mercy of 
the Waves, and in about half an Hour 
the Boat was overſet by a ſudden Flurry 
from the North. What became of my 
Companions in the Boat, as well as of 
thoſe who eſcaped on the Rock, or were 
leſt in the Veſſel, I cannot tell; but con- 
clude they were all loſt, For my own 
part, I ſwam as Fortune directed me, and 
was puſhed forward by Wind arid Tide. | 
I often let my Legs drop, and could feel 
no Bottom: But when I was almoſt gone, 
and able to ſtruggle no longer, I found 
myſelf. within my Depth; and by this 
time the Storm was much abated. The 
Declivity was ſo ſmall, that I walked near 
A Mile beforg J got to the Shore, which I | 
conjectur d was about eight a- clock in 
3 the Evening.

But 
the Remembrance of what I had felt, 
which probably might not be the worſt 
they could do, and the Promiſe of Ho- 
nour I made them, for fo I interpreted 
my fubmiſſive Behavour, ſoon drove out 
theſe Imaginations. Beſides, I now con- 
ſtder' d my ſelf as bound by the Laws of

me with ſo much Expence and Magnifi-

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trepidity of > theſe, diminutive Mortals, 
who. durſt venture to mount and walk 
upon my Body, while one of my Hands: 
was at liberty, without trembling at the 
very ſight of ſo prodigious a Creature as 
J muſt appear to them. After ſome time, 
when they obſerv d that I made no more 
Demands for Meat, there appeared before 
me a Perſon of high Rank from his Im- 
perial Majeſty. His excelleney having 
mounted on the ſmall of my right Leg, 
advanced forwards up to my Face, with 
about a Dozen of his Retinue. And pro- 
dueing his Credentials under the Signet 
Royal, which he applyed cloſe to mine 
| Eyes, ſpoke about ten Minutes, without 
any Signs of Anger, but with a kind of 
determinate Reſolution; oſten pointing 
forwards, which as I afterwards found, 
was towards the Capital City, about half 
a Mile diſtant; whither it was agreed by 
his Majeſty in Council that I muſt be con- 
veyed.

HAVING thus prepared all | ug as 
well as I was able, I ſet fail on the twenty 
fourth Day of September 1701, at ſix 
in the Morning; and when I had gone 
about four Leagues to the Northward, the 
Wind being at South-Eaſt, at fix in the 
Evening, I deſcryed a ſmall Ifland about 
half” a a League to the North-Weſt. Tad- 
ne Vaneegd 
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vanced forward, and caſt Anchor on the 
Lee-ſide'of the Iſland, which ſcemed to 
be uninhabited. I then took ſome Refreſh- 
ment, and went to my reſt, I ſlept well, 
and I conjecture at leaft ſix Hours, for 1 
found the Day broke in two Hours after L 
awaked. It Was a clear Night. I cat my 
Breakfaſt before the Sun was up ; and 
heaving Anchor, the Wind being favoura- 
ble, I ſteered the ſame Courſe that I had 
done the Day before, wherein I was di- 
rected by my Pocket-Compaſs. My In: 
tention was to reach, if poſſible, one of 

thoſe Iſlands, which I had reaſon. to be- 
lieve lay to the North-Eaſt of Van Die 
men's Land. I diſcovered nothing all that 
Day ; but upon the next, about three in 
the Afternoon, when I had by my Com- 
putation made twenty-four Leagues from 
Blefuſcu, I deſcrycd a Sail ſteering to the 
_ South-Eaſt ; my Courſe was due Eaſt. I 
hailed her, but could get no Anſwer ; yet 
1 found I gained upon her, for the Wind 
ſlackned. I made all the fail I could, 
and in half an hour ſhe ſpyed me, then

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hung out her Antient, and diſcharged a 
Gun. It is not caſy to expreſs the Joy 
was in upon che unerpected hope of once 
more ſeeing my beloved Country, and 
the dear Pledges 1 left in it. The Ship 
flackned her Sails, and I came up with 
| her between five and fix in the Evening, 
3 : September 263; but my, Heart leapt with: 

I 
put my Cows and Sheep into my Coat! 
Pockets, and got on, board with all my 
little Cargo of Proviſions. The Veſſel

cellent Sailor. We were now in the 
Latitude of 30 Degrees South, there were 
a hout fiſty Men in the Ship; and here ] 
met an old Gomrade of mine, one Peter

This Gentleman 
treated me with Kindneſs, and deſired I 
__ would let him know what place I came

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which 1 did in few Words, but he thought

upon 1 took my black Cattle and Sheep 
out of my Pocket, which, after great 
Aftoniſhment, clearly convinced him of 
my Veracity.

I. gave him two Purſes 
of two hundred Sprugs each, and pro- 
miſed, when we artived in England, to

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I ſhall ney > Ml the Reader: W a 
ical Account of this Voyage, which 
vas very proſperous for the moſt part. 
We arrived in the Downs'on the 1 3th 
of April 1702. I had only one Misfor- 
tune, that the Rats on board carried a- 
way one of my Sheep ; I found her 
Bones in a Hole, picked clean from the 

0 DX Fleſh. 
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Fleſh. The reſt of my Cattle I got ſafe 
on ſhore, and ſet them a grazing in a 
Bowling- Green at Greenwich, where the 
Fineneſs of the Graſs made them feed 
very heartily, though I had always feared 
the contrary : neither could 1 poſſibly 
have preſerved them in ſo long a Voyage, 
jf the Captain had not allowed me ſome 
of his beſt Bisket, which rubbed to Pow-

| conſtant Food. The ſhort time I con- 


tinued in England, I made a conſfide- 
rable Profit by ſhewing my Cattle to 
many.

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I ſtayed but two Months with my 
Wife and Family; for my inſatiable De- 
ſire of ſeeing foreign Countries would 
ſuffer me to continue no longer.

riff. My remaining Stock I carried 
with me, part in Money, and part in 
| Goods, in hopes to improve my For- 
tunes. My eldeſt Uncle Fohn had left 
me an Eſtate in Land, near Epping, of 
about Thirty Pounds a Vear; and I had 
a long Leaſe of the Black-Bull in Fet- 
ter-Lane, which yielded me as much 
more: ſo that I was not in any danger 
of leaving my F amily upon the Pariſh.

Duni this Storm, which was fol 
lowed by a ſtrong Wind Weſt South; weſt, 
we were catried, by my Computation, 
about five hundred Leagues to the Eaſt, ſo 
that the oldeſt Sailor on Board could not 
tell in what part of the World we were. 
Our Proviſions held out well, our Ship 
was ſtaunch, and our Crew all in good 
Health; but we lay in the 'utmoſt Diſ⸗ 
treſs for Water.

I FELL Into a High Road, for'ſo I took 
it to be, though it ſerved to the Inhab 
tants only as a foot Path through a Field of 
Barley. Here I'walked on for ſome time, 
but could fee little on either Side, it be- 
ing now near Harveſt, and the Corn riſ⸗ 
ing at leaſt forty Foot. I was an Hour 
walking to the end of this Field, which 
was fenced in with a Hedge of at leaſt one 
hundred and twenty Foot high, and the

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putation v of their Altitude. There was 
@ Stile to paſs from this Field into the 
next. It had four Steps, and a Stone to

In this terrible 
Agitation of Mind I could not forbear 
thinking of Lilliput, whoſe Inhabitants

When I pointed to any thing, ſhe told 
me the Name of it in her own Tongue, 
ſo that in a few Days I was able to call 
for Whatever I had a mind to. She was 
very good. natur d, and not above forty 
Foot high, being little for her Age. She 
gave me the Name of Grilarig, which 
the Family took up, and aſterwards the 
whole Kingdom.

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That my Cloſet, was hung on all Sides, 
or rather quilted with Silk and Cotton; 
That if he would let one of the Crew 
bring my Cloſet into his Cabbin, I would 
open it there before him, and ſhe him 
my Goods. The Captain hearing me 
utter theſe Abſurdities, concluded I Was 
raving: However, (I ſuppoſe to paci- 
fy me,) he promiſed to give Order as. 1 
deſired, and going upon Deck ſent ſome 
of his Men down into my Cloſet, from 
whence (as I afterwards found) they 
drew up all my Goods, and ſtripped 5 
the Quilting; but the Chairs, Cabinet 
and Bed · ſted being ſcrewed to the Floor, 
were much damaged by the Ignorance of 
the Seamen, who tore them up by Force. 

Then they knocked off ſome of the 

Boards for the Uſe of the Ship, and when 
they had got all they had a mind for, 
let the Hulk drop into the Sea, which by 
Reaſon of many Breaches made in the 
Bottom and Sides, ſunk to rights. . And 
indeed I was glad not to have been a

Is LEVr ſome Hours, but perpetual- 
ly diſturbed with Dreams of the Place 
I had left, and the Dangers 1 had eſca- 
ped. However, upon waking I found my 
ſelf Stick recovered. It was now about 
eight a-Clock at Night, and the Captain 
ordered Supper immediately, thinking 1 
had already faſted too long. He enter- 
"tained me with great Kindneſs, obſer- 
| ving me not to look wildly, or talk in- 
conſiſtently; and when we were left a- 
lone, defired I would give him a Rela- 
tion of my Travels, and by what Acci- 
dent I came to be ſet adrift in that mon- 
ſtrous wooded Cheſt. He ſaid, that a-

he could not gueſs theReaſon of my Quel: 
tion: I then asked the Captain how far he 
reckoned we might be from Land; he 
ſaid, by the beſt Computation he could 
make, we were at leaſt an hundred 
Leagues. I aſſured him, that he muſt 
be miſtaken' by almoſt half, for I had 


not left the Country from whence 1 
came above two Hours before I dropt 
into the Sea.

adviſed me to go to Bed in a Cabbin he 
had provided. I aſſured him I was well 
refreſhed. with his good Entertainment | 
and Company, and as much in my 
Senſes as ever I was in my Life. He 
then grew ſerious; and deſired to ask 
me freely. whether I were not troubled 
in Mind by the Conſciouſneſs of ſome 
enormous Crime, for which I was pu- 
niſhed at the Command of ſome Prince, 
by expoſing me in that Cheſt, as great 
Criminals in other Countries have been 
forced to Sea in a leaky Veſſel without 
Proviſions: For although he ſhould be 
ſorry: to have taken fo ill a Man into his 
Ship, yet he would engage bis Word to 
ſet me ſafe on Shore in the firſt Port 
where we arrived. He added, that his 
Suſfficions. were much increaſed by fome 
very abſurd Speeches I had delivered at 
firſt to the Sailors, and afterwards to 
himſelf, in Relation to my Cloſet or 
Cheſt, as well as by my odd Eooks and 
Bebaviour while I was at Supper.

| was in his return to England driven North 
1 eaſt ward to the Latitude of 44 Degrees,

would be more Leiſure for this kind of 
Converſation.

Duni d our Journey, he made me 


obſerve the ſeveral Methods uſed by 
Farmers in managing their Lands, which 
to me were wholly unaccountable; for, 
except in ſome very few Places, I could 
not diſcover one Ear of Corn or Blade 
of Graſs.

His Excellen- 
y "obſerved my - Countenance to clear 
up; he told me, with a Sigh, that there 
his Eſtate began, and would continue 
the fame till we ſhould come to his 
Houſe; that his Countrymen ridicuPd 
and deſpis'd him for managing his Affairs 
no better, and for ſetting ſo ill an Ex- 
ample to the Kingdom, which however 
was followed by very few, ſuch as were 
old, and wilful, and weak, like himſelf. 


Wx came at length to the Houſe; 
which was indeed a noble Structure, 
built according to the beſt Rules of An- 
cient Architecture.

THE Sum of his Diſcourſe was to this 
Effect. That about forty Years ago,

Perſons upon their Return began to 
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matieks, but full of Volatile Spirits ac- 
quired in that airy Region.

To this 
End, they procured a Royal Patent for 
erecting an Academy of Projectors 
in Lagado; and the Humour prevailed 
fo ſtrongly among the People, that there 
is not a Town of any Conſequence in 
the Kingdom without fuch an Academy. 
In theſe Colleges, the Profeſſors cof- 
trive new Rules and Methods of Agri. 
culture and Building, and new Inſtru- 
ments and Tools for all Trades and 
Manufactures, whereby, as they under- 
take, one Man ſhall do the Work of 
ten; a Palace may be built in a Week, 
of Materials ſo durable is to laſt. for 
ever, without repairing ; all the Fruits

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they do at preſent, with innumerable 
other happy Propoſals. The only In- 
convenience is, that none of theſe Pro- 
jects are yet brought to Perfect ion, and 
in the mean time the whole Country 
lies miſerably waſte, the Houſes in 
Ruins, and the People without Food or 
Clothes. By all which, inſtead of being 
diſcouraged, they are fity times .more 
violently bent upon proſecuting their 
Schemes, driven equally on by Hope 
and Deſpair : That as for himſelf, being 
not of an enterprizing Spirit, he was 
content to go on in the old Forms, to 
live in the Houſes his Anceſtors had 
built, and act as they did in every Part 
of Life without Innovation ; That, ſome 
few other Perſons of Quality and Gentry 
had done the ſame, but were looked 
on with an Eye of (Contempt and ill 
Will, as Enemies to Art, ignorant and 
ill Commonwealthſmen, preferring their 
own Eaſe and Sloth before the general 


Improvement of their Country. 
His 
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; H 15 Lordſhip added, that he would 
not by any further Particulars prevent the 
Pleaſure I ſhould certainly take in view- 
ing the Grand Academy, whither he 
was reſolved I ſhould go. He only de- 
fired me to obſerve a ruined Building 
upon the Side of a Mountain about three 
Miles diſtant, of which he gave me 
this Account : That he had a very con- 
venient Mill within half a Mile of his 
Houſe, turned by a Current from a large 
River, and ſufficient for his own Family, 
as well as a great Number of his Tenants: 
That, about ſeven Years ago, a Club 
of thoſe Projectors came to him with 
Propoſals to deſtroy this Mill, and 
build another on the Side of that 
Mountain, on the long Ridge whereof

He ſaid, that being then 
not very well with the Court, and 
preſſed by many of his Friends, he com- 
plied with the Propoſal; and, after em- 
ploying an hundred Men for two Years, 
the Work miſcarried, the Projectors 
went off, laying the Blame entirely upon 
him, railing at him ever ſince, and put- 
ting others upon the ſame Experiment, 
with equal Aſſurance of Succeſs, as well 
as 2 Diſappointment.
